A WORD  OF  GREETING  TO  MY  CUSTOMERS 


In  issuing  my  catalogue  for  1924,  I wish  to  extend  thanks  to 
my  many  patrons  in  the  past  and  to  assure  them  that  it  will  be  my 
constant  endeavor  to  serve  their  requirements  at  all  times  with  only 
first-class  stock,  free  from  disease,  and  in  a healthy,  growing  condi- 
tion. All  responsible  growers  should  be  ready  at  any  time  to  correct 
errors  and,  under  certain  conditions,  to  replace  faulty  or  unsatis- 
factory stock,  even  to  the  extent  of  personal  loss,  rather  than  have 
a dissatisfied  customer.  This  has,  and  always  will  be  my  policy, 
although  the  fault  is  not  always  with  the  stock,  but  often  due  to 
local  conditions.  Purchasers,  particularly  amateurs,  should  bear  in 
mind  that  Dahlias,  while  easy  to  grow,  have  peculiar  characteristics, 
among  which  it  should  be  remembered  that  many  varieties  require 
to  be  acclimated  before  they  do  their  best.  Therefore,  do  not  con- 
demn a known  good  variety  if  it  does  not  do  well  with  you  the  first 
season,  but  try  it  again  the  next,  and  better  results  will  almost 
surely  follow. 

My  tubers  are  all  good  strong  subdivisions  taken  from  field- 
grown  clumps.  They  are  not  fertilized  to  produce  large  flowers,  but 
are  grown  under  normal  conditions,  thus  producing  tubers  of  strong 
vitality.  I guarantee  all  stock  grown  by  me  to  be  true  to  name,  and 
are  described  in  this  catalogue  as  they  grew  for  me.  Any  that 
should  prove  otherwise,  I will  cheerfully  replace.  With  each  order 
are  enclosed  full  cultural  directions  issued  by  the  Dahlia  Society  of 
Southern  California  and  supplied  to  its  members  only.  If  these 
directions  are  carefully  followed,  you  can  grow  as  good  Dahlias  as 
anyone,  and  they  will  repay  you  handsomely  for  your  trouble. 

Dahlia  Seed 

One  of  the  most  fascinating  features  is  growing  Dahlias  from 
seed.  From  seed  the  new  varieties  are  produced,  and  no  two  are 
exactly  alike.  They  will  mature  and  bloom  the  first  year  from  seed. 
I save  seed  from  only  the  finest  varieties,  are  hand-selected,  and 
should  prove  very  satisfactory.  Plant  early,  in  seed  boxes,  place  in  a 
warm,  sunny  place,  and  when  about  four  inches  high,  transplant  in 
the  open,  about  eighteen  inches  apart.  When  they  bloom,  dig  out 
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the  undesirable  ones  to  give  the  others  more  room.  They  should  be 


staked,  to  protect  them  from  the  wind.
